SACRAMENTO, ‘(UW — California 
faced an unemployment relief crisis 
today with the 54th biennial legis- 
lature in official adjournment with- 
out voting any relief funds beyond 
Friday of this week. 
| Counties will be forced to bear the 
| entire cost of caring for the 27.- 
500 SRA caseload, representing about 
100,000 persons. 

Opponents of Gov. Culbert Ol- 
son insisted the SRA be abolished 
within a few months because pri- 
\ vate employment had reduced the 
jobless to a minimum. The govern- 
ie refused to endorse any bill killing 
J}the SRA. 

The relief squabble kept the legis- 
lators in Sacramento under stoppea 
‘clocks from Saturday morning to 
11:59 last night. Adjournment had 
been set for 12 noon Saturday but 
‘the stopped clocks preserved the 
legislative fiction. 

Olson said today the failure to 
vote relief was “deplorable” and 
would result in destitution for many {

SACRAMENTO, (UW)—A_ generally 
satisfactory production for Califor- 
lnia fruit crops is indicated

“The season to date has been

James A. Irving, agricultural 
committee chairman, said returns 
from early fruits such as cherries 
have been good and that there is 
some hope of a good pear season. 

John Raffetto, Jr. highways com- 
udtittee chairman, reported on th. 
recent meeting at Strawberry with 
the Highway Fifty Association and 
expressed the opinion that the two 
groups will find a joint program in 
the development of Highway Fifty. 

He also expressed optimism re- 
garding the effort by the Chamber 
of Commerce to prevent the diver- 
sion of funds previously ear-marked 
for the completion of Meyers Grade 
and said that encouraging replies 
have been received in response to 
the committee’s telegrams to Sena- 
tors and Representatives in Con- 
gress and that the committee is now 
awaiting further word from Wash- 
ington. 

Secretary Wallace M. Ripley re- 


ported that the chamber has been | 


receiving a number of requests re- 
cently urging that the chamber 
contribute to the support of several 
local activities. Following some 
discussion of the subject, the meet- 
ing voted that as a matter of pol- 
icy the chamber can not grant 
such requests.
